Clubs have abused the pre- 
season competition for too long, 
using it as an early training romp, 
fielding half-baked reserve teams 
and generally taking Ampol’s 
backing for granted.

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THE overall sports scene has altered drama- 
tically in Australia over the past few years and 
the velocity of change will not decrease in the 
future. 

Behind the scene in this revolution have 
been the media moguls, many of whom were 
only engaged with their general business 
interests until they realised how much power 
they could wield if they had both the clout of 
the printing press and the electronic era 
behind them. 

No local sport stands to do better out of the 
changes than Australian rules. 

Not only have they bought a large slice of 
the Sydney sports entertainment cake, they 
are also poised at some stage to secure a 
further tasty dish in Brisbane. 

Mercurial Perth-based magnate Alan Bond 
has floated yet another balloon. He intends to 
take a number of VFL matches to Brisbane as 
soon as possible. 

With a Brisbane commercial television 
channel at his beck and call there is strong 
back-up for his designs. 

When Australian rules made their Sydney 
Swans run the knowledgeable contended. that 
rugby league would be the losers. 

This has occured and both rugby codes 
have suffered, although the blow has been 
considerably cushioned by the emergence of 
grounds of high calibre which have been 
spread throughout the various districts of 
Sydney in particular. 

At this stage rugby league will be forced to 
live with the Queensland Rugby League’s 
decision not to enter a team in the Sydney 
competition. 

Top players have been stripped from Bris- 
bane by the Sydney clubs and it will be too 
costly to bring them back. 

And that follows hard on the back of a 
season with shockingly mediocre club attend- 
ances. 

Rugby League, bolstered by the Queens- 
land and English stars, will remain strong in 
Sydney for many years to come, but the fact 
remains that they have loaded too much lead 
into their saddiebags to achieve anything of 
note in the longer term. 

Where, you may ask, does all this leave our 
sport of Soccer. 

The NSL, despite the warts evident in the 
two |2 team leagues, should never have been 
brought back to 14 clubs in one fell swoop. 

It was a case of over-reaction. A drop to two 
ten-team leagues with either two or three 
rounds would have been much more sensible. 

Some clubs in the I4 have no greater 
strength or potential than others who are 
outside. Many are quite aware, although they 
do not mention it, that they lack the capacity 
to pull people through the gates. 

The judgment of history will be that NSW 
and its major clubs have made too many 
sacrifices to establish a National League 
which in 1987 will not be national. 

For example a Northern Division or au- 
gmented State Super League with six major 
clubs from Sydney and one each from Can- 
berra, Wollongong, Newcastle and Brisbane 
would have offered the best hope for Soccer 
in the states where the code has the infras- 
tructure to stand it in good stead over the 
years ahead. 

Victoria could have had either six or eight 
teams in Melbourne and two drawn from 
Adelaide. 

There was no need for Adelaide Hellas to be 
butchered, No other code in its right mind 
would have contemplated such an action in a 
million years.

One of his most memorable games was 
against Everton FC at the Sydney Cricket 
Ground. The crowd was almost 52,000 —

costly players in the

Marconi bought him 
from South Coast Un- 
ited for $6000 in 1971. 
The following year he 
went back to South 
Coast, then called Safe- 
way United, for a trans- 
fer fee of $12,500 and in 
1974 he joined Western 
Suburbs, for $9000. 
That makes a total of 
$27,500 in transfers, not 
counting the signing-on 
fees Wilson received ev- 
ery time he switched.

‘This year's Rothman’s 
medal, presentation 
night will be held away 
from Perry Park, 
Queensland Soccer 
headquarters, for the 
first time in its 13-year 
history. Quite simply, 
the function has out- 
grown the Queensland 
Soccer club and this year 
will be staged at the 
Mayfair Crest Hotel. 

Last year’s Rothman’s 
Medal winner was Craig 
Low, then with premier 
league club Olympic

| AM a Soccer follower, 
a lover, a worker and 
administrator for years. 
In my family Soccer is 
a religion. During my 25 


years of Soccer activity 
| have come across the 
huge problems of our 
sport 

It is a pity, but there 
are so many and they 
make the progress very 
very slow. 

Australia can become 
@ power in this sport but 
we have to face and 
fight all these problems 
that destroy so many 
people's efforts. 

For four years now my 
two sons (18-19) play for 
a club which for years, 
was a credit to the 
game in this country. 

| am a Greek but | 
never wanted the sen- 
timentality to spoil their 
enjoyment and their 
creditability 

| took them to Yugal 
SFC became | always 
admired Yugoslav Soc- 
cer and because | knew 
that they would get 
good treatment 

Leaving aside the 
treatment of the press 
and the media — which 
does not exist for all 
smaller clubs and lower 
divisions — they have to 
cope with he ignorance 
of the controling bodies 
and the discrimination 
by the Kings of the 
game - the referees and 
linesmen, 

Soccer cannot sur- 
vive and of course go 
ahead when the re- 
ferees know nothing ab- 
out the Rules, the sta- 
ture of the teams that 
play Soccer and most of 


The pleasant-natured 
Coady was originally 
enticed to come from 
England to play for Syd- 
ney Olympic by former 
club coach, Duggie Col- 
lins back in May 1982.
